OoHE  OPINION  among  many  alpine  enthusiasts  in  the  past  has 
■  Q  been  that  a  rock  garden  is  only  an  event  of  the  spring.  Un¬ 
fortunately  this  has  proven  the  case  through  a  lack  of 
knowledge  of  late  flowering  plants  and  faulty  arrangements  of  plant¬ 
ing  to  carry  bloom  from  very  early  spring  until  the  heavy  frosts  of 
winter  arrive.  Below  we  mention  a  few  plants  which  will  carry  the 
bloom  through  summer  and  autumn  and  we  will  be  glad  to  add  other 
names  of  late  flowering  pants  if  you  will  write  us  the  situation  of  your 
rock  garden  and  your  wishes.  A  great  many  rock  plants  will  bloom 
again  in  the  autumn  if  cut  back  and  given  a  top  dressing  after  the 
spring  bloom  is  past.
